Stained Washing Found. 

While the inquest was in progress 
last night a further search of the 
house was made and a stained 
wash rag was found under the 
bathtub and what appeared to be 
bloody finger prints were  ob- 
served on a window shade in the 
bathroom. The window shade was 
examined by finger-print experts 
who declared the spofs were not 
finger-prints. Whether .or not they 
Are blood has not been determined. 

The final hearing of the inquest

WASHINGTON, July 25.— 
Major-General Mason M. Patrick, 
head of the United States Army 
Air Service announced this after- 
noon that it would be impossible to 
route the American world flyers by 
way of St. Louis, as requested by 
St. Louis business organizations 
and newspapers. Impossible, he 

plained, consistently with the 
se to have the flyers make the 
best possible time in their flight 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Coast, to take place probably in 
mid-August. 

Gen. Patrick said, hewever,;that 
it, might be possible to have the 
flyers stop at the Lambert-St, 
Louis Field, scene of last fall's in- 
ternational air meet, on their re- 
turn flight from the Pacific to 
Washington. He said he would 
consider the matter of a return, 
route as soon as the. westward 
flight should be successfully com- 
pleted. 

Gen. Patrick saw the editorial 
articles printed in St. Louis news- 
papers, and he has received a 
number of telegrams from ‘St. 
Louis business bodies and individ- 
vals, so that he was aware of the 
desire of St. Louis to receive the 
flyers on their way West. 

Must Speed Up Trip. 

‘Tt’s no use,”’ was his comment. 
“We have decided that the flyers 
must get across the’ continent as 
quickly as possible, and we can't 
afford to have them lose a day, Of 
course, this is not a race across the 
country, but sooner or later other 
flyers will make the same trip, and 
will try to beat our time. I want 
the record to stand as long as pos- 
sible. 

‘After the flight is completed 
I'll give serious consideration to 
St. Louls as a stopping point for 
the return trip. If we. complied 
with the requests we have had 
from various cities, the fliers 
would never complete their trans-\ 
continental flight.” 


Gen. Patrick said the route vir- 
tually decided upon for the weat- 
ward flight was from Washington 
to Chicago by way of Dayton, O., 
and from Chicage to the Pacific 
Coast. by the air mail route. 

He said there might be a stop at 
St. Joseph, Mo., which would be a 
deviation from the air mall route. 
He was asked whether the stop at 
St. Joseph, if made, would take the 
place of a stop at Omaha, and eaid 


Many Requests Received.

CHICAGO, July 25.—Ten alien- 
ists, some of them bearing national 
reputations, engaged by the de- 
fensé in the Franks case, have 
made a written report, declaring it

Loe» are medically insane, and 
were so when they kidnaped and 
murdered Robert Franks. 

The foregoing statement was 
made to the correspondent last 
night upon the highest authority. 

Te was declared that the opin- 
fon was based upon an investiga- 
tiom of the boys’ heredity, upon 
the statements of persons who had 
known them long and intimately, 


and, finally; upon exhaustive phys- | 


fecal and mental examinations con- 
ducted at the county jail. 

' Tfe report, it was added, was a 
unanimous statement by all the 
alienists who participated in the 
investigation. Those named as 
having framed or concurred in the 
report were Dr. Karl M. Bowman, 
Boston, a gland specialist: Dr. W. 
A. White, Washington, D. C., alien- 
ist: “Dr. H. 8. Hulbert, Chicago, 
technical expert on the routine of 
sanity examinations; Dr. W. J. 
Healy, Boston; Dr. Ralph C. Ham- 
mill, Dr. James Whitney Hall, Dr. 
Clarence Weymann and Dr. Sanger 
Brown, Chicago, alienists; Dr. Ber- 
nard’ Glueck, New York, Mediéal 
Supervisor of Penal Institutions, 
and-Dr. William J. Hickson, head 
of the Chicago Psycopathic Hos- 
pital..

It actually was 
Loeb who “discovered” the right 
place. He went in and inquired. if 
any calls had been received the day 
before for Jacob Franks and was 
told that two had been received. 
Loeb ran to the front door and 
called Mayer. When the two of 
them had obtained the facts from 
the clerk, Loeb gaid: 

“You see now, by taking my tip 
you got a good scoop.” 

On the way back to town Loeb 
bought a paper to see the story. 
He bought all the papers, explain- ‘| 
ing that his mother was much in- 
terested in the Franks case, and 
that he took all the papers to her 
every evening. 

It was during this ride, Mulroy 
and Goldstein testified, that Mul- 
roy, knowing that Loeb. had 
played tennis with Robert Franks, 
asked him if Bobby was the sort 
of boy who would be likely to re- 
sist kidnaping and thus bring on 
his own death. It was in reply to 
this question, the two reporters 
testified, that Loeb made his con- 
temptuous references to the boy. 
Loeb winced visibly as the ugly 
epithet came from the reporters’ 
lips, and shook his head with a 
pained and disgusted expression of 
denial. He leaned forward and 
spoke earnestly to Darrow. 

“Ought to Be Strung Up.” 

Previously he had been laughing 
delightedly as the reporters told 
how he had led them on the trail 
of drug store, and when Goldstein 
related that Loeb remarked the 
“That's what comes 
of reading detective stories,” Loeb 
threw back his head and almost 
laughed audibly. Leopold also 
smiled sardonically throughout the 
story of the expedition. 
Goldstein supplemented his tes- 
timony also with the statement 
that, a day or two later, he was 
again discussing the Franks case 
on the campus with Loeb, and the 
latter declared that “whoever did 
it ought to be strung up.’ 

Leopold Asked About Glasecs. 

George Porter Lewis, a salesman, 
who knew Leopold as a fellow-or- 
nithologist, said the latter, had a 
class in ornithology composed of 
emall girls whom he took on expe- 
ditions to thé parks and wooded 
tracts around Chicago, where vari- 
ous species of bird were found. 
Leopold requésted Lewis to take 
the class out May 22, which was 
the day after the murder. He re- 
ceived $1.50 per pupil. 

A few days later, following the 
discovery of the boey and the find- 
ing of Leopold’s glasses, at a point 
where both Lewis and Teopold had 
visited on their scientific expedi- 
tions, Leopold asked Lewis if he 
had lost his glasses. He said the 
police had obtained from the Game 
Warden the names of several per- 
sons who had visited the vicinity 
to study bird life and suggested 
that Lewis might be questioned. 

“He remarked that he thought 
there was a possibility the glasses 
might have some connection with 
the murder, but he doubted it,” 
said Lewis. “He suggested that it 
would be wise not to mention to 
my parents the fact that I have 
been questioned in connection with 
the murder, as it might worry them 
unnecessarily.”’ 


Diver Takes the Stand. 


The little rusty wreck of a port- 
able typewriter, ubon which the 
ransom letters were written. re- 
mained a subject of testimony to- 
day. Frank Blair, the diver who 
brought it up from the bottom of a 
Jackson Park lagoon, after Loeb 
and Leopold had shown where they 
threw it, identified it.

Questioned by the Police.

—The record 
ot legal executions in Cook County 
(Chicago) does not bear out -the 
gtatement ‘of Clarence 8. Darrow, 
chief counsel for Richard Loeb and 
Nathan Leopold Jr., that ‘it would 
be‘an unprecedénted thing to hang 
boys of this age by the neck until 
they are dead.” Darrow made that 
assertion in his opening statement 
to the Court, and he has frequently 
urged that the age of the defend- 
ants, each of whom is 19, and the 
fact that they pleaded guilty, 
should be enough to save ther. 
from the gallows. rs 

The record, however, shows that 
at least one younger criminal nas 
been hanged, and that four persons 
have been executed on pleas cf 
guilty to murdér charges within 
the last 30 years. Five © others, 
ranging in ages from 18 to 21, have 
been executed on verdict by juries. 

Youth, 19, to Hang Oct. 17. 

There is now awaiting execution 
in the same jail that houses Loeb 
and Leopold a 19-year-old youth 
who pleaded guilty of murder.’ He

MEETING CALLED TO IMPROVE 
CRIMINAL LAW PROCEDURE 


Letters Sent to 531 Civic and Busi. 
ness Organizations by Bar As- 
sociation Head. 

A conference of representatives 
of civic and business organizations, 
to consider measures for improving 
criminal law and court procedure, 
ag a means of improving the ad- 
ministration of justice in Missouri, 
will be called within a short time. 


Letters have been sent to 531-or-. 
ganizations, in cities and towns 
throughout the State, asking them 
to name representatives to such a 
meeting. 

The invitations to the organiza- 
tions were sent out through the 
office of Guy A. Thompson, presi- 
dent of the Missourl Bar Associa- 
tion. With his letter, he inclosed 
in each case a copy of the recent 
report of the association's special 
committee on crime. In his letter, 
Thompson says as to needed meas- 
ures:

Carpentier, for whom a defeat 
in last night's match had been ex- 
pected to mean retirement from 
the ring, said he could not give up 
his career until he had avenged 
himself on Tunney.

HEATRICAL to the end—or 


what is believed to be the 
finale—was Georges Carpentier’s 
career on which the curtain rang 
down last night at New York.

Smith in 1914 the Gunner had 
just stretched Carpentier on the 
canvas with one of those terrific 
swings that made the Gunfer 
famous in his prime.

GAINST Klaus the situation 


was even more distressing.

Enough meat to serve all at the 
table should be carved before start- 
ing to serve anyone. 

The actual business of carving 
is made easier if the bird is placed 
diagonally on its back. across the 
platter with the drumsticks at the 
carver's right. The precise’ point 
for best holding the bird with the 
fork in the left hand is at the 
longest point of the breast bone. 
Here the prongs of the fork should 
straddie the breast bone and be 
thrust deep into the meat on either 
side. The first cut should be made 
between the second joint of the leg 
and the body of the bird. The 
knife forces the leg away from the 
body to expose the joint, and the 
cutting through the joint at the 
precise point of joining the leg is 
severed from the body. The drum- 
stick is cut from the thigh, again 
cutting through the joint from ° 
inside angie of the leg. This is one 
of the places where it is important 
to know precisely where the joint 
is. The bone is removed from the 
second joint by making an incision 
along it and cutting it free from 
the meat at the end. The meat is 
sliced diagonally across the jength

Whén they are 
cool remove the bones and put the 
meat igto pastry-lined little pie- 
dishes. Put all the bone into the 
dishes, then cook them in the oven 
for 15 minutes. Strain the gravy, 
thicken it slight'y with brown roux 
and fill the little pies, covering 
them with top crusts. Bake them 
as usual. These pies are good hot 
or cold. 

Individual Jellied Chicken Salad. 

Dice three cupfuls of cold, boiled 
chicken, a cupful of diced celery, a 
half cupful of finely minced sweet 
red pepper, three tablespoonfuls of 
washed capers and a tablespoonful 
of minced celery leaves. Dust this 
mixture.with a little pepper and 
salt andisprinkle it with the juice 
of an onion. Wipe the inside of the 
salad bowl with a cut bud of gar- 
lic. 

Toss the salad ingredients in the 
bowl, then add the seeded flesh of 
one cucumber and two diced, hard- 
bolled eggs. Add!to two cupfuls of 
chicken broth two cupfuls of payw- 
dered gelatine. Melt the mixture 
until it ie blended, then set it to 
cool. When it is cool and is begin- 
ning to set, mix it with the chicken. 
When all ‘is cold, fold in a hat 
cupful of stiffly whipped cream 
and a full half cupful of heavy 
mayonnaise. 

Pour the gelatine into individual 
molds and set it te harden in the 
cold chamber of the refrigerator. 
Unmold it when you are ready to 
serve it on lettuce leaves and top it 
with a spoonful of mayonnaise. 
Garnish the salad with stoned 
olives filled with anchovy paste. 
Serve coffee and tiny bread and 
butter sandwiches made of whole 
wheat and white bread with the 
salad. Individual strawberry short- 
cakes may follow this course if de- 


sired. 

Sweetbread Pattics. 
Parboil four pairs of heavy 
sweetbreads in salted water for 20 
minutes. Drain and blanch them 
in cold water for five minutes, then 
trim and dice them. Peel and cut 
up one pound of fresh mushréoms 
and saute them in butter until they 
are cooked, then drain them and 
add them to the breads. Dice 
enough cold boiled chicken to 
make a cupful, season it with pep- 
per, salt, a tablespoonful of minced 
celery leaves and the juice of an 
onion. Fold all into a rich cream 
sauce and fill patty shells. ’
